The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious 
over Balamulth (3,526,219). Balamulth discloses a surgical 
handpiece with a surgical blade, a long axis passing through the 
surgical handpiece with a surgical blade, wherein the most 
distal portion of the surgical blade has a vibratory motion that 
is substantially perpendicular to the long axis. Note col. 6, 
lines 24-27 of Balamulth which states "The vibratory hyper- 
acceleration motion at the sharpened edge 15b may be... transverse 
in a plane substantially normal to the edge 15b as indicated by 
arrow 67 . (underlining added). Note also col. 5, lines 43-44 
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which states "Also the vibrations of said tip may be axial with 
the tool output end axis, or it may be transverse to said axis. " 
(underlining added) . The Balamulth instrument is inherently 
capable of coagulating tissue. Alternatively, it would have 
been obvious that the Balamulth instrument is capable of 
coagulating tissue due to the ultrasonic vibrations.
